AN APPALLING ACCIDENT. 


All But One of a Crew of Trainmen Hurled 


Into Eternlty-The Victims Lived 


at Sax ton. 


of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Hollingshead. 
His father was killed on the railroad 
at Connellsville a few years ago. 
He 


was about twenty-four years old and 
was the chief support of his widowed 
mother. 
His mother, one brother, 


George, of Saxton, and a sister, Min- 
nie, of Brooklyn, la., survive him. He 
was a member of tbe Order of Railway 
Trainmen. Mr. Hollingshead was an 
industrious, trustworthy young man 
and had many friends. 


An appalling accident occurred near 


Mt. Dallas early Friday morning. The 
boiler of freight engine No. 16 ex- 
ploded, hurling into eternity four 
men, namely: 


ANDREW SNYDER BERKSTRESSER, en- 


gineer. 


0. STANTON EDWARDS, fireman. 
CHARLES A. HOLLINQSHEAD, conduc- 


tor. 


R. CLINTON RITCHEY, brakeman. 
All of these men lived at Saxton. 


Engineer Berkstresser and Brakeman 
Ritchey 
were married, the others 


single. 


Flagman William Garner was the 


only member of the crew who escaped 
unicjured. He was at the rear of tbe 
train when the explosion took place. 
Engine No. 1C was hauling the second 
section of a lot of empty coal cars and 
was standing a short distance below 
the station at Mt. Dallas, just behind 
the first section, when, without warn- 
ing, the boiler burst with deadly 
effect. 
Fireman Edwards, it is be- 


lieved, was eating his breakfast in the 
cab and his companions were on the 
ground nearby. Mr. Berkstresser was 
oiling the engine. The body of the 
fireman was hurled across the Rays- 
town Branch of the Juniata, a dis- 
tance of 300 yards. His head was al- 
most severed from his body, both legs 
w e -e broken and his body was so badly 
mutilated as to be almost unrecogniza- 
ble. 
The other men were thrown 


from 130 to 200 yards from the engine. 
Their Bodies were frightfully mangled. 
The right arm of Conductor Hollmgs- 
head was torn off and was not found 
until the next day. The top of En- 
gineer Berkstresser's head was blown 
off. 
A hat belonging to one of the 


men was discovered in a tall pine tree, 
a shoe on a bash and tattered portions 
of clothing were scattered here and 
there. Edwards' watch, still ticking, 
was picked up 300 yards beyond tht 
place where he fell. The engineer's 
time-piece, which remained in his 
pocket, stopped at C:35, the time the 
boiler exploded. Tne cab and a por- 
tion of the boiler were shattered. The 
bell, whistle and smoke stack were not 
damaged. An iron rod from the en- 
gine was wrapped around the trunk of 
a tree, while the glass on the steam 
and water gauges was not broken. 


Coroner Merriek A. Stoner, of Bed- 


ford, was notified and hastened to the 
scene of the accident. 
He selected a 


jury and some time after the bodies 
of tbe dead trainmen were viewed by 
the coroner and jurors they met in 
Justice of the Peace George W.Kichey's 
office at Everett and examined a num- 
ber of witnesses, most of whom were 
machinists in the employ of the rail- 
road company. No defioite informa- 
tion which would throw any light 
opoa the cause of the explosion was 
obtained and Coroner Stoner contin- 
ued tbe hearing until half past one 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, Vay 16, al 
Everett. The jury was composed oi 
the following persois: 
George R 


Ling, of Bedford; Frank Shearer, of 
Snake Spring township; Samuel Grove, 
W. H. Whisel and L. C. Mann, of Ever- 
ett. 
Coroner Stoner decided to con- 


tinue the icquest because so many 
rumors were rife to the effect that the 
boiler of "Old 1C" was unsound. 


The bodies of the dead employees 


were taken to Saxton on the train due 
here at 9.25 a. m. 
When they were 


removed to their homes a heart-rending 
scene ensued. 
Their untimely death 


was a great shock to their relatives 
and friends. 
They were buried on 


Sunday, a large concourse of friends at- 
tending the funeral services. 


A multitude of people visited the 


scene of the catastrophe Friday morn- 
ing. It was one of the most distress- 
ing accidents that have ever occurred 
on the Huntingdon and Broad Top. 


John Jones, flagman of the first sec- 


tion, was sitting on a brake at the rear 
end of his train and was about to 
speaks to the crew of the second section 
nhen there was a Icud crash and, in 
the twinkling of an eye, the lives of 
his fellow-employees were snuffed out 
The force of the explosion sent a cloud 
ot dust against the facj of the horrified 
eye-witness cf the sad death of the 
trainmen. 


ANDREW S BERKSTKESSEK. 


Andrew Snjd?r Berkstresser was 


born in Hopewell towrship, Hunting- 
don county, February 16, 1S52. When 
fifteen years rf age the deceased se- 
cured employment as a coal miner ir 
Broad Top township. Five years later 
he went to Saxton to work in the rail- 
road foundry. Twenty-six years ago 
he was appointed fireman on the H. 
and B. T. ra.lroad and subsequently 
served as brakeman, flagman, conduct- 
or, fireman and engineer. On October 
30, 1873, he was united in marriage to 
Miss Jennie Cypher, daughter of Will- 
iam Cypher, of Cypher. Heissurvived 
by his wife, one brother and three 
sisters, namely, Alexander Berkstres- 
ser, of Missouri; Mrs. Sarah Shiffler, of 
Roaring Spring; Mrs Annie B. Houck, 
of Broad Top City, and Mrs. Martha 
Davis, of New Bedford, O. 
A half- 


brother, William Berkstresaer, lives 
at Hawthorne, Fla. Mr. Berkstresser 
was a consistent member of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, the Patriotic day "at 2.30. 
Order Sons of America and the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers. 
He 


was a faithful employee, a loving hus- 
band and an excellent citizen.

38 bills, 'the largest grist of new laws 
the executive has turned out this ses- 
sion. Among them are the following: 


Allowing the judges ol the various 


courts to retire on half pay.

tated for performing judicial functions, 
the governor is empowered to appoint 
a commission of physicians to examine 
him.

Regulating the acknowledgment or 


proofs of deeds, mortgages and other 
instruments of writing by corpora- 
tions, the form of certificates and con- 
firming those heretofore made.

WASHINGTON, May 14. — There 
are 


breakers ahead of the H anna boom for 
the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, and they are Republican breakers, 
too. With three years of pie distribution 
ahead, the average Republican of prom- 
inence doesn't care to risk his share by 
offending the chief distributor at this 
time. That is why the boom has not 
been publicly jumped on by more Re- 
publicans. Privately, prominent Re- 
publicans do not hesitate to say that 
Mark Hanna has no better chance to 
become emperor of China than he has 
to become president of the United 
States. They say the talk of Banna's 
popularity with Republicans through- 
out the country is precisely like that 
of his popularity with Republican 
senators — confined to those who wish 
to use Hanna to pull the leg of the ad- 
ministration for favors. 


The Neely ease was again brought 


before the public by the discovery that 
W. D. Williams.a protege of Represent- 
ative Brumm, of Pennsylvania, who 
was confidential secretary to Colonel 
Edwards, chief of the insular division 
of the war department, had offered to 
sell copies of government records, re- 
lating to Neely's stealing, to Neely's 
counsel. He wanted to sell cheap, too, 
only $200. He was fired. 


Assistant Secretary of State Hill read 


the riot act to Minister Conger as soon 
as that diplomat reached Washington, 
and Conger got on his dignity; also his 
ear. It is understood that he told Mr. 
Hill that he would not resign and that 
unless he was nominated for governor 
of Iowa by the Republicans, the ad- 
ministration would have to recall him, 
if it did not wish him- to return to 
China at the expiration of his present 
leave of absence. That it doesn't wish 
him to return is certain. 


Edward Atkinson, of Boston, and 


Myron H. Holt, secretary of the Tariff 
Reform club, of New York, talked 
tariff reform before the industrial 
commission in a very convincing way. 
Mr. Atkinson started off by saying 
that not more than- five per cent, of 
the people were benefited by a protect- 
ive tariff, while the other ninety-five 
per cent, had to pay the bills. He 
said he believed the time had come for 
a complete revision of the tariff sys- 
tem; that we ought to have free raw 
material of all kinds, and especially 
free wool and free chemicals; that 
there was nothing just in protecting 
the 120,000 persons engaged in sheep 
raising at the expense of all the other 
people; that the experience of the

collect all revenue needed from a dozen 
articles; that a tariff policy on free 
trade ^ines would increase rather than 
lower wages because it would widen 
the American markets and that the 
present commercial success of the 
United States had been attained in 
spite of the protective tariff, and not 
because of it, and was due to our 
enormous natural resources and the 
inventive genius of our people. Mr. 
Holt began by saying: "The tariff 
ties the hands of the American people,^ 
while the trusts rifle their pockets.'' 
He expressed the opinion that tbe 
tariff was responsible for much corrup. 
tion in politics and that it was not 
chance that had landed so many mill- 
ionaires in congress. He closed by 
saying that of the 31,379,000,000 stock 
and bonds of the United States steel 
corporation (the Morgan steel trust) 
about 8700,000,000 was water, and that 
it was so was, in his opinion, largely 
due to the

"A person

sislu," said a rrmu who most decidedly 
does not. "would be greatly astonished 
to know how little 13 SCLU by those who 
are nearsighted even in a moderate de- 
gree. The average shortsighted man, 
of whom there are hundreds in every 
hirge city, sees nothing distinctly more 
than a foot away from bis nose.

At thai 
distance all coons looked alike to the 
nearsighted lawyer, and, turning in tbe 
direction of the voice, he made out the 
vague figure of a man with outstretch- 
ed arm apparently beckoning him to 
come over. 


"A little surprised, but still perfectly 


placid, he started to cross the street.

Fld Yon Ever Droivii a Fly? 


Whatever other fate might befall It, 


naturalists agree that the common 
bouse fly cannot be drowned and many 
experiments have been made in rela- 
tion thereto. 


Included in such tests was the im- 


mersion of a fly in a tumbler of clear 
cold water, with a piece of cardboard 
to flt the glass and floated so as to 
keep tbo insect beneath the surface. 


So little did the fly trouble about 


such an obstacle that it kept near tbe 
bottom of the glass, and there for a 
quarter of an hour ran about as freely 
as in the fresh air, while it at times 
crawled across the underside of the 
pasteboard as on the ceiling of a room. 


After being immersed for- 20 minutes 


tbe fly's movements were less active, 
and at 23 minutes it turned over on Its 
Bide, apparently dead. It 
bung sus- 


pended in the water just under the 
pasteboard, which kept it from rising 
to the surface, and there it remained 
for another 23 minutes. 


It was then taken out and placed on 


a sheet of paper, looking to all appear- 
ance dead. Its next fate was to be 
buried by being covered with about 
half a teaspoonful of line salt. 


At tbe end of 15 minutes the saline 


was shaken off. the fly having thun 
been 
completely covered either by 


water or by salt for 03 minutes. 
. Immediately upon its release the in- 
sect trimmed its wings and legs active- 
ly for awhile and then flew away.— 
Pearson's Weekly. 


COUNTERFEIT ART, 


Americans Are n-f.'Ty- Swindled on 


Ptc-lHrcH by "Old Musters." 


There will doubtless never come a 


time in the history nf (lie art world 
when tlu> discovery »f "nld masters" 
will cease, certainly nut as long ns 
American picture buyers possess the 
almighty dollar and are willing to be 
swindled. 


Nearly every week In New York for 


the last year there have been auction 
sales of "rare old masters." Some of 
them are rare, indeed; one tbat was 
shown at the Macbeth gallery and also 
In Detroit some time ago. supposed to 
be a study of an old man by Rubens, 
the left hand of which was nearly 
twice the size of its mate, and the term 
"rare" did certainly apply very aptly 
to the flesh tints. 


Do people ever stop to think bow 


many of these "old masters" thore are 
in existence? Any one may have an 
"old master" these days who has the 
"price to pay the dealer to find one or 
go abroad and get one 'made.' " There 
are many artists in Paris and else- 
where who make a good living, or 
what they consider a good living, copy- 
ing "old masters" in the various gal- 
leries to sell to dealers for little or 
nothing, and they in turn bring them 
to America and clear hundreds by sell- 
ing them to some moneyed art lover 
who In some cases is doubtless in the 
possession of more money than judg- 
ment ia art matters. 


One well known N'ew York art col- 


lector some time ago paid a large sum 
for a certain painting that an enter- 
prising dealer had "discovered" and 
who represented it to him as very rare 
and the only one ill existence. The 
same gentleman while on a recent tour 
through Spniu was shown the original 
painting upon the walls of a certain 
monastery. The sequel of the story 
does not say what he did with the 
dealer. If there be a hereafter for these 
discoverers of "old masters." their con- 
sciences, which seem very elastic, will 
have to do a deal of rubbering to get 
back to the required shape to fit them 
for their celestial abiding places or to 
meet the frowns of the shades of de-

The Pitta Morgrnnil. 


The fata morgana is a singular aerial 


phenomenon akin to the mirage. It 13 
seen in many parts of the world, btit 
most frequently and in greatest per- 
fection at the strait of Messina, be- 
tween Sicily and Italy. So many con- 
ditions mnst coincide, however, that 
even there it is of comparatively rare 
occurrence. To allow of its production 
tbe sun must be at an angle of 45 de- 
grees with the water, both sky and sea 
must be calm, and tbe tidal current suf- 
ficiently strong to cause tbe water In 
the center to rise higher than on the 
edges of the strait. When these condi- 
tions are fully met, the observer on the 
heights of Calabria, looking toward 
Messina, will behold a series of rapidly 
changing pictures, sometimes of most 
exquisite beauty. 


Castles, colonnades, successions ol 


beautiful arches, palaces, cities, with 
houses and streets and church domes, 
mountains, forests, grottoes, will ap- 
pear and vanish, to be succeeded per- 
haps by Ueets of ships, sometimes 
placidly sailing over the deep, some- 
times inverted, while a halo like a 
rainbow surrounds every image. It is 
supposed that the images are due to 
the irregular refractive powers of the 
different layers of air above the sea, 
which magnify, repeat and distort the 
objects on the Sicilian shore beyond, 
but to tbe Italians these singular ap- 
pearances are the castles of the Prin- 
cess Morgana, and the view of them is 
supposed to bring good fortune to the 
beholder.

TRICKS IN THE SILK TRADE. 


How 
Shopperi 
Ar« 
Fooled—^TeM* 


Wblch Show the Pure Material. 
Pure silk, when it has been through 


ell tbe processes necessary to bring out 
all its good qualities, is worth its 
weight In silver, said an expert the 
other day. 
Therefore the women who 


expect to buy pure silk at little more 
tha" the prtce of cotton must expect to 
be fooled, and there are lots of ways by 
which the manufacturer gets even with 
them. 


They make stuff that is called silk 


and passes for it with credulous per- 
sons who don't know any better' out of 
nearly any old thing now. One favor- 
ite imitation silk is made of cellulose 
treated with chemicals. It isn't a good 
material to get on fire in. Then there 
are south sea island cottons and some 
mercerized cotton which after treat- 
ment look something like silk, though 
of course they wear very tiilTereutly, 
and tteir silken appearance soon van- 
ishes. 


But it Is in adulterating goods which 


really have some silk in them that the 
greatest skill is exercised to deceive 
the buyer. To obtain the required rus- 
tle and body rough floss is often used 
for the woof of the material. This soon 
causes it to wear shiny. 


Another trick is to increase tbe 


weight and apparent solidity of a flim- 
sy silk material by using metallic salts 
in the dye vats. Pressing with some 
kinds of silk increases the weight also. 
but at the sacrih'ce of strength. Cheap, 
crackly, stiff silk which has heavy 
cords is good silk to avoid.' It won't 
wear. 


There are several tests which reveal 


readily the purity of a piece of silk. 
The microscope of course will show it 
at once, even to an unpracticed eye. 
Pure silk has the appearance of flue, 
smooth tubes. Another good lest is by 
burning. Pure silk burns slowly, with 
a slight odor. Cotton flares up quickly 
and would throw off a decidedly disa- 
greeable smell. 


Then the tongue will readily reveal 


the presence of metallic salts. There is 
no mistaking their taste. But all these 
may be disregarded, said the expert, 
when silk Is offered for the price of cot- 
ton. You need not bother to test that 
stuff.—New York Sun.

Weekly Somm»rj ot Uncle Sam'm W«Uh« 


Bureau. 


Following is the weather bureau's 


weekly summary of crop conditions: 
While the week has been abnormally 
cool in the upper Mississippi and Mis- 
souri valleys, with frosts more or lees 
damaging in the Missouri valley, the' 
temperature conditions as a whole 
have been favorab'e, but the area 
needing rain is much greater than in 
the previous week and the effects of 
drought more serious, especially in 
the gulf states. The generally abun- 
dant rains of the previous week over 
the western plateau and Pic'.fic coast 
districts, followed by much warmer 
weather, have given highly favorable 
conditions in that region. 


Corn-planting in the Central Mis- 


souri and Mississippi valleys has been 
somewhat delayed on account of low 
temperatures, but fair progress has 
leen made, this work being nearly 
finished in Missouri and Kansas. In 
the Ohio valley and Middle Atlantic 
states planting has mads favorablr 
progress, although somewhat retarded 
in portions of West Virginia and Ohio 
In the southern states the crop is very 
uneven, has made slow growth and is 
generally in need of rain, although 
showers have afforded relief in sec- 
tions 
The general absence of rain over a 


large part of Nebraska, Kansas and 
southern Missouri has somewhat check- 
ed the progress of winter wheat, but 
elsewhere in the winter wheat belt the 
condition of this crop continues gener- 
ally very favorable, a decided improve- 
ment being reported from Michigan

The Tramp Evil. 


Sunday evening Rev. E. Leigh ton 


Gerhart, D. D., pastor of the First Re- 
formed church ol Lewisburg, preached 
an excellent sermon on -'The Tramp 
Evil; Its Cause and Cure," basing his 
remarks on the following passages of 
scripture :

For he beareth not the sword in vain; 


for he is the minister of God, a revenger 
to execute wrath upon him that doeth evil

In concluding his discourse, Dr. Ger- 


hart said : "The remedy for the evil 
must be sought in the conditions tha' 
tend to produce the tramp, and in the 
nature of the tramp himself. 
He must 


cease to find it so easy to beat his way 
over the railroad. He must cease to 
find people everywhere who will feed 
and clothe him. He dreads work, and 
he dreads confinement in jail when he 
is not made comfortable. 
The dread 


of work gives as the cue to the proper 
manner in dealing with the tramp 
And it gives us at the same time the 
test by which to distinguish the wor- 
thy from the unworthy—the one seeks 
work, the other avoids it." 


The Philadelphia Inquirer of Mon- 


day published a picture ol Dr. Ger- 
hart and a synopsis of his sermon. He 
was formerly pastor of the Reformed 
church at this place. 


Coontj CommlMloneTB Are Exempt. 
The supreme court on Monday in an 


opinion held that county commission- 
ers do not come under the provision of 
the set of 1860, which prevents any 
councilman, burgess, trustee, manager, 
director, of any corporation, munici- 
pality or public institution, from be- 
coming the surety of any one in a high- 
er position in the municipality, corpo- 
ration, etc. The case which called 
forth the opinion was the appeal of 
William Krichbaum from the judg- 
ment of the common pleas of Columbia 
county. Krichbaum had gone on the 
bond of the county treasurer. The dis 
trict attorney of the 
county then 


brought proceedings to have the posi- 
tion of county commissioner declared 
vacant, claiming that county commis- 
sioners come under the act of 1SBO. 
The Columbia county court decided 
against Krichbaum and an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court. The su- 
preme court reversed the lower court 
and entered judgment for the county 
commissioners.
